Belle Glade that morn- 
ing, after being up all 
night at a beach in 
West Palm. 


Starke said the car, 
an '84 Datsun, driven 
by Mussalett, was 
traveling west on Air- 
poirt Road, around 
7:10 a.m. before control 
was lost of the car. 

“It ran off onto the 
north shoulder of the 
road and came back on 
the roadway, then it 
went into the east lane 
and back again onto 
the north shoulder, 
before it went into the 
canal about 4.3 miles 
east of Belle Glade on 
Airport road," said 


More than $200,000 
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Starke. 

He also said that the 
car was traveling ap- 
proximately 60 m.p.h. 
before apparently flipp- 
"ing sideways into the 
canal. 

Sheriff's Office 
Detective Steve Lan- 
drum was also at the 
Scene.

City approves marina renovation 


BELLE GLADE —The City Commission Mon- 
day gave the go-ahead to.over $200,000 in con- 
struction costs to renovate the old section of 
the marina. 

The breakdown of the proposed estimate of 
$201,630 calls for $22,000 for fill, $18,000 for 
base and $39,000 for paving of roads. 

About $4,000 will go for sod, $13,500 for 
water and the biggest chunk, $51,800, for elec- 
trical work. 

Other costs are $22,500 for renovation of 
rest rooms, $8,500 for repair of boat ramps and 
$4,000 for trees. There is also an $18,330 con- 


tingency tund. 

Work on roads to Torry Island has already 
begun in Phase 4 of the renovation work, Work 
will continue through the summer. 

City Manager W.E; Strang and ‘Commis- 
sioner Charles Goodlett, who heads up the 
marina committee, nóted that the figure is far 
below what the South Florida Water Manage- 


gent District had called for.

BELLE GLADE-The selective enforcement pro- 
gram aimed at curbing illicit drug trafficking 
and other vice related criminal activity in Belle 
Glade continued this weekend. 

The program was initiated last week by Belle

Mathis and Police Chief Michael R. Miller. 

Saturday evening, June 8, uniformed and 
plainclothes officers of the Belle Glade Police 
Department, armed with arrest warrents for 
several different, individuals, began a city wide 


| sweep to apprehend and arrest the suspects. 


Several suspects were also arrested based on 
probable cause developed during the ''sweep"'. 

The officers involved in the sweep arrested 10 
persons on various misdemeanor and felony 
charges.

City readily agrees to cemetery sprinkler contribution

BELLE GLADE --Mayor Thomas Altman 
called the Board of Trustees of the Port 
Mayaca Cemetery a “well-kept secret” because 
it is “so efficient it never needs public 
support.”

The board has determined about $5,600 will 
be needed. The board hopes to prorate this 
among the three city owners. The cemetery has 
pledged $500. 

Barnes plans to ask the cities of Pahokee and 
South Bay for the balance. From there, he said,

It was reported last week that South 
Bay, Belle Glade and Pahokee will split 
approximately $2 million in the form of 
a block grant from the Palm Beach 
County Division of Housing and Com- 
munity Development. 

Officials in each of the cities to 
receive the proposed grants have 
already earmarked the money for 
various badly needed projects. 

It appears likely the cities will 
receive the money, although final ap- 
proval by county commissioners is still 


pending. 

Belle Glade will use its $1.2 million 
for housing, street, improvements, code 
enforcement and the renovation of a 
day care center. 

Pahokee, which will receive 
$550,000, will spend $250,000 on the 
development of a 36-unit apartment 


„complex, $150,000. on the purchase of 


20 lots for low income housing, and 
$150,000 to rebuild the main sewage 
lift station. 

South Bay would use its $325,000 
for street improvements and providing 
affordable housing. [ 

These are big bucks, to be sure, but 
there is a big job ahead for city fathers 
in each of the communities. 

Remar Harvin, Belle Glade director 


Í of planning and urban development, 
' has revealed that the city is seeking 


“no less than $5 million” from the U. 
S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

That grant, if approved, would be 
spent for more new housing and to pur- 
chase property for the construction of 
other new housing.

This fiscal year, Belle Glade officials 
are planning to buy land occupied by 
dilapidated buildings, raze the 
buildings, and make the land available 
to developers at a nominal cost. 

Developers would be able to pass on 
the savings -- having no or little 
money invested in land —- to new home 
owners, 

This is one.example of government 
and the private sector working 
together for the good of the communi- 
ty's residents 

The City of Belle Glade has been 
receiving grants from HUD for the 
past 13 years. For the first decade it 
received the money directly and 
averaged about $470,000 annually. 

Three years ago, the city decided to 
join the county in its quest for grant 
money. This year the city is projected 
to receive about $1 million. It was a 
change that paid off. 

The improvements, proposed, in- 
progress, and completed, are en- 
couraging. The problems which face 
the areà are long term, demanding 
long-term solutions. 

We believe local government is doing 
the best it can with what it has to work 
with to. provide those long-term solu- 
tions. That's all we can ask for.
